BETTER MILK 


State Dairy and Food Commissioner 


Strode has recommended that the 
state inspect all dairies. City boards 
of health now do this. It has become 
a serious problem how-to supply tlie 
many large and 
rapidly 
growing 


cities of the state with pure and 
•wholesome- milk and dairy products. 
The rules adopted by city boards of 
.health, under which milk and cream 
are pioduced for the maikets, diffei 
materially. Milk that cannot be ad- 
mitted under the rules of one citj, 
may or may not be admitted in an- 
other. This renders ' uncertain the 
supply and quality or milk and cream 
for our cities, and "works a gieat hard- 
ship upon the proprietors and man- 
agers of dairies Practically all of the 
dairies are located without the corpor- 
ate limits 
of 
municipalities 
and 


therefore beyond the jurisdiction of 
local boards of health. If the condi- 
tions under which milk and cream are 
produced do not meet the municipal 
requirements, all the city can do is 10 
pi event the sale of these 
pioducts 


and drive them to some other market 


It is manifest that if milk and 


cream from any paiticular dairy are 
unfit for consumption by the people of 
one city, they aie unfit for any othei 
city. A.nother serious phafae of the 
question is the possibility at all linnet 
of a milk, famine in cities that ex- 
clude milk and cream in considerable 
quantities, resulting in discouiage- 
»icnt to the dairy and industry and 
further curtailing the 
milk 
supply. 


The logical solution for this problem 
seems to be thorough state inspection 
of all dairies and the power to enforce 
eucli rules as may bo necessary to se 
cure the 'best possible sanitary condi- 
tions for producing 
and 
marketing 


milk and cream. Should the General 
Assembly see /it to carry out this,

Military dispatches are usually 


very formal, and necessarily so; 
for it would hardly do to allow 
officers to exercise great free- 
dom of langur-ge, especially in 
reporting battles. At the same, 
time the 
non-military 
reader 


would understand such reports 
better if they were couched In 
less' formal language. 
Shortly 


after the battle of Waterloo th» 
Duke of Wellington wrote this 
to a friend, and we have no dif- 
ficulty in understanding what he 
means: "You wiil have heard of 
our battle of the 18th. 
Never 


did I see such a pounding match. 
Both were what the boxers call 
'gluttons.' 
Napoleon 
did 
not 


maneuver at all. 
He just moved 


forward in the old style in col- 
umns, and was driven off in the 
old style. 
The only difference 


was, 
that he mixed cavalry with 


his infantry, and supported both 
with an enormous quantity of 
artillery. 
I had the infantry for 


some time In squares, and I had 
the 
French 
cavalry 
walking 


about as if they had been our 
own. 
I never saw the 
British 


infantry behave so well."

Peel> butter' your paper bag, put in 
tomatoes with salt,, pepper, a suspi- 
cion of sugar, arid a small piece of 
butter. :Put the .bag. on tho broiler 
after? sealing, and cook for twelve 
minutes in a hot'oven. 


Apples a la Duchesse.—Wash, and 


dry ten large apples. Core them, put 
stick-cinnamon—only, a 
bit—in 
the 


place of eac-h core, and pour over 
them a table-spoonful, of. rum.. Put in 
a buttered bag, and bake on the 
broiler thirty minutes. When quite 
done,, dish up, remove the: cinnamon, 
and fill the centers with jam—straw- 
berry, raspberry, or apricot. Cover 
with stiffly whipped cream, sprinkle 
with chopped nuts, and serve, or set 
on ice till wanted. Use sweet apples 
and let them cool before adding the 
jam and cream. 


Light the gas range eight minutes

shows no stir among the oil and gafa 
trade, and none is looked for until bet- 
tor weather conditions prevail. 
For 


cloie onto four weeks the oil country 
has ibeen frozen up, and work could 
not 'be accomplished to any extent, 
hence, many drilling wells aie shut 
down, and, few completions are being 
made. 
The goad sleighing over the 


country was taken advantage of by the 
trade in moving mateiiai, 
and much 


rig tim'ber, lumber and iron pipe were 
hauled to the leases for a break up 
In 
v the weather means muddy roads 


when it will toe impossible to do any 
hauling whatever. 


The only excitement out of the or- 


dinary for the week is centered in the 
Elk distiict In Kanawha county, West 
Vilginia. 
The bringing in of a big 


gusher 'by the Ohio Fuel Oil Company 
in No. 2 on the Barth-Schwartz lease, 
caused no end of excitement, which was 
not aJbated any when the Edwards or 
Hamilton Oil company diilled in their 
No. 2 on the Graham hens farm rated 
good for ^better than 2,000 bbls., and 
one of the largest gushers found in 
the (Little Mountain state for many 
years. 
This gusher is In close prox- 


imity to tne Earth-Schwartz gusher, 
and makes it look like a prominent 
!pool> This same teintory upon which 
these gushers were located has been 
leased up before, but in a wildcat way, 
as *no development work was done'. The 
opening of the pool is credited to the 
Ohio Fuel Oil Company, and they will 
surely receive fine compensation from 
their work in.the gusher district. Since 
they opened up their Kanawha county 
territory, their stock has been climb- 
ing by leaps and bounds, and theje is 
no< telling where it will end up. This 
company is a sutosidary of the Ohio 
Fuel Supply Company, a large gas con- 
cern in Ohio, and a large amount of the 
-stock is held among Ohio people, who 
are now rejoicing over their luok in 
being among those holding the stock 
Befoie the opening of the Kanawha 
county field there was nothing in sight 
in the Littl& Mountain State for oil 
people for the year 1912, but the dull- 
ing over of old inside territory or hunt- 
Ing new pools.

grounds: education and labor and man- 
ufactures. 
They are represented .on 


rules, military 
affairs, agriculture, 


privileges and elections, Indian, affairs 
and in several instances have two or 
more men on these committees. 


It is tbe length of service that has 


much to do with securing good coru- 


{ mittee places, but in the case of the 
three far western states named it must 
' be acknowledged that they have very 
able men in the senate, men \\lio ai-e 
also very active in all business per- 
taining to -tlie_jsenate, which means 
power and influence. 


Without Votes Though In Congress, „ 
Five of the 891 members of the 


liouse are not entitled to a vote on 
any proposition. These are the dele- 
gates from, the territories, represented 
as follows: Alaska, James "Wicker- 
sham; Hawaii, J, Kuhio Kalanianaole, 
and the three resident commissioners 
—Philippine Islands, Benito Legarda 
and Manuel "L. Quezon; Porto Rico, 
Luis M. Rivera. 


Arizona as a territory is represented 


by Ralph H. Cameron, but as it will 
soon be the state of Arizona it cannot 
properly be counted as being- without 
a vote in the present congress. Dele-

ing privilege, have an office in the 
house building and regularly draw the 
full salary and allowances of mem 
bers. but they cannot cast a vote or 
make a motion to reconsider a vote 
which has been taken.

striking contrast. Both are tall and slender with darlc sldna. Here the simi- 
larity ends. The oriental, or East Indian, has long, straight hair and well mod- 
eled features and still retains the oriental costume of white robe and turban. 


The Hindus of the West Indies are old residents. They have been comlngt 


direct from India for half a century. Originally the East Indian was imported 
by the English to work the plantations, especially In the sugar fields of Trin- 
idad. The Hindus come out under a three year contract. 


(Although a generation of Hindus have been born on the island of Trinidad, 


they remain faithful to the manners and customs of the orient. A moving pic- 
ture machine will be taken on the cruise of the steamship Moltice of the Ham- 
burg-American Line this, winter to prepare the filrm of this phase of native liCo. 
The dialects of India are spoken. An American scholar who visited the Island 
estimated that fully 300 different dialects were spoken. A considerable portion 
of the Enst Indians cannot understand the French or F.nglish spoken by the 
Wrst Indians 
The line of caste Is sharply drawn, and the' Hindus refiifl*- to 


marry among thf West Indians. Near St. Vincent, Trinidad, the Hindus have 
built a plciniesirjuc coolie village, whl<ih Is one of the inc-st Interesting features 
of the Island.

containing all the elements of 
nutrition, and for white bread, 
which is infsrior in nutritive 
value to the whole wheat. The 
popularity of the apple and the 
peach is largely due to their at- 
tractive colors, as indicated in 
the saying, '"as pretty as a 
peach." This should be recog- 
nized in the 
preparation and 


serving of food, but not unduly 
in 
substituting 
inferior 
foods 


because of attractiveness alone. 


The Board of Trade must do this 


work.
